author was John Muir. 
I took the little book home, and just before retiring, picked it up,

lead it through. 
W hat a grand little story—one of the loveliest I halve 
Klinger. Margaret. Valentine. Mary cvor reacl 
incidental journey of John Muir to Alaska, which inspired 
the story, end ut which time “Stickeen” (named after an Indian tribe> 
was won to the heart of John Muir, occurred in 1880. The book, however, 
was not first published until 1909, and I am told that it was rewritten 
again and again until it appeared in the form that he left it to the world 
I 
a classic among beautiful dog stories. John Muir died in 1914 


Space does not permit even an outline of this glorious story, but I wish 
I 'hat it could be more widely read. 
Upon his return to California, Muir 
lost track of his friend, but his spirit unquestionably romps with his bc- 
1 loved, for the last words in the story say: "Doubtless he has left this 
I world—crossed the last crevasse—and gone to another. 
But he will not 
I be forgotten. To me Stickeen is im mortal.’’ 
And so it has come to pass that the simple, lovely story of a dog 
; through the thoughtfulness of an unseen friend—has brought me to the 
I feet of a great lover cf nature, and of life. 
Luckily the same bookman had for me the first book ever published by 
I John Muir—"The M ountains of California."
